The enemy, 4,000 
strong, were beaten back with a loss of fifty 
men. Our loss was two wounded aud one 
missing. Captain Drury’s company partic- 
ularly distinguished itself. 

— The 
complete enumeration of Great Britain has 
been summed up and found to be 29,281,- 
161. Of this number 250,000 are abroad in 
the army, navy, and merohant service.

The num- 
ber of Irish who have gone from the Island 
since 1851 is 1,230,986. The emigration of 
English and Scotch duriDg the same period 
w iB 823 837; total from Great Britain, 
2,054 828. about half of theee settled in 
the United States; the other half in British 
North American possessions and Australia 
and other colonies. Notwithstanding this 
exodus, the Russian war, the cholera, the 
Sepoy mutiny, commercial crisis and strikes, 
there has been a solid increaee of more 
than a million and a half to the population 
of the United Kingdom, as shown by the 
following table:

Outer Station, (ninety-five miles west of 
Fort Kearney), August 24 — The Pony 
Express, with San Francisco dates to the 
16th, passed here at ten o’clock a. u. yes- 
terday. 

The Governor of California has commis- 
sioned CoL Carleton, U. S. A , to the chief 
oommand of the 1,500 volunteers called 
from this 8tate for service on the plains. 
Major J. R. West, of San Francisco, will be 
second in command, taking charge of the 
cavalry. There is no doubt that the whole 
1,500 men will be rapidly raised. Five San 
Francisco companies have already been 
accepted. Military men are, however, am- 
bitious to see active service against a civil- 
ized enemy rather than roam the plains. 

A guard of United States infantry went 
down on the last Panama steamer to escort 
the treasure as far as Aspinwa’l. 

There is no State news of importance 
George Hudson, the San Francisco Justice 
of the Peace, who, in 1859, fined the pro- 
prietors of the Bulletin newspapers one 
hundred dollars each for publishing Mrs. 
Sickles’ confession, on the ground that it 
was an obscene publication, has obtained a 
verdict in Judge Hager’s court of $150 
damages against the Bulletin proprietors 
because they called him a dogberry. 

Washington, August 24 — \ special to 
the Post says it is stated on good authority 
that the Federal force in Western Virginia 
is sufficient to susta : n the policy of the 
Government in that quarter. 

A detachment of Federal cava'ry and 
infantry yesterday explored the road 
towards Leesburg, Va , for a distance of 
eight mile?, and capturel two or thr- i 
secessioris’a. 

Senator Johnson says he will not return 
to Tennestee unless he accompanies ft Union 
army. 

S S. Williams, who has just been 
appointed Paymaster in the army, is a 
Virginian by birth, and was recently 
thrown into jail at Richmond by order of 
Gov. Letcher on account of his Union senti- 
ments. 

Second Ditpateh — At a mfeting of the 
Police Board held last night, Mayor Barrett 
was expelled by a unanimous vote for 
refusing to take the oath. 

Gbaftof, Va., August 24. — La9t evening, 
while Gcv. Thomas was addressing a crowd 
in front of a hotel at Cumberland, some 
secessionists raised a disturbance which 
resulted in their being driven home and 
the destruction of the Alieghanian office, a 
secession newspaper. 

This morning the train bound west, 
which had Gov. Thomas aboard, when 
about eight miles this side of Cumberland 
oame suddenly on Beveral crces-ties thrown 
across the track. At the same time, a 
number of armed men were 6een rapidly 
descending a neighboring bill. The 
engineer increased the speed of the loco- 
motive and succeeded in throwing the ties off 
the track with but little damage to the 
engine. Some Federal scouts then fi-ed 
into the train, it is supposed by mistake, 
but without doing any damage. The 
design of the Secessionists was to take 
Gov. Thomas prisoner. 

Danbury, Ct., August 24. — At the rais- 
ing of a ‘-peace flag” at New Fairfield to- 
day about four hundred were present. The 
attempt to run up the stars and stripes was 
successfully resisted, and resulted in a 
fight. Two peace men — Wi’dman and 
Graham — were seriously wounded; one 
thought fatally. Shovels, pickaxes, and 
siones were freely used, but no firearms. 
There were about seventy Unionists present. 
Toe peace flag is flying. There is great 
excitement. 

Cleveland, August 23. — Detective King, 
of New York, assisted by United States 
Deputy Marshal Archer, of Ohio, arrested 
Dan C. Lowber, of New Orleans, at Crest- 
line, Ohio, last night. Lowber acknowl- 
edges himself bearer of dispatches from 
England to Jeff Davis, but professes entire, 
ignorance of their contents. The dispatches 
are in his trunke, which were seized in New 
York some days since. An officer, with the 
prisoner, leaves immediately for Washing- 
ton via New York. 

Baltimore, August 24. — New9 from 
Harper’s Ferry states that Colonel Gordon 
had seized a large quantity of wheat and 
flour belonging to the secession army. 
There are no rebel troops at the Ferry, 
though their pickets frequently come in. 
There are tupposed to be 500 rebels at 
Charleston. They have concentrated their 
principal force at Leesburg; their army 
numbering nearly 12,000. 

New York, Aug. 24 — The Post says Mar- 
shal Murray has not yetrecieved orders from 
the Secretary of the Interior in return to 
the suppression of the journals of this city 
which afford aid and comfort to the enemy. 

1 They are expected to arrive this afternoon, 
but whether tney will be executed in time 
to suppress the Monday editions of the in- 
cendiary sheets is not certain. 

Trenton, N. J , August 24. — The True 
American, the Democratic organ of New 
Jersey, suspended this morning, and gives 
as a reason that the Government has 
virtually interdicted the publication of 
every paper that does not support the 
Administration. The paper ie the oldest 
and one of the most prosperous in the State 

Wilmington, Del., August 24. — An ex- 
cited crowd gathered around the Gazette 
office, in consequence of unjust strictures 
on the First Delaware Regiment and general 
tone aeainst the Government The Mayor 
is addressing the crowd, but with little 
effect. 

Jeffebsonj City, August 24. — Geo. R 
Smith, of Pettis county, has been appointed/ 
Adjutant General of the State Jehn Herr 
has been appointed Police Commissioner for 
8t. Louis. 

Boston, August 24 — Government has 
purchased the barks Wm Gunderson and 
Ethan Allan for blockading purposes, at a 
cost of $55,000

The regulation of this Department of the 
19ih, on the subject of passports, was 
principally intended to cheok the communi- 
cation of disloyal persons with Europe 
Consequently passports will not be required 
by ordinary travelers on the lines ot rail- 
roads from the United States which enter 
the British possessions. If, however, on 
any special case the transit of a person 
should be objected to by the agent of this 
Government on the border, the agent will 
cause surh person to be detained until com- 
muuica ion can be had with this Department 
in regard to the case.

Boston, August 23. — Advices from Hayti 
to me 8th inst., represent khat a formidable 
conspiracy to overthrow the Government by 
the pure blacks had been discovered, and 
several arrests had been made.

Orleans. 

New York, August 24. — A letter from 
Savannaa says the Oglethrope regiment, of 
Georgia, lost 517 men at the battle of Ma 
uastas. 

The Brooklyn Eagle has abandoned the 
caute of Secession. 

Washington, August 23. — The line of 
the Alc-xanor:a and Lcuccn Road is dotted 
with rebel camps. 

There are 3,000 infantry and six cannon 
at Leesburg 

At a point five or six miles below, are 
6, COO infantry and six cannon. 

Still further on, four miles beyond, are 
3,500 infantry. 

There are also 2,000 cavalry in Loudon 
connty. 

The Poiomac, however, remains too high 
to be forded even by cavalry, to whose 
saddles the water comes. 

It appears that the withdrawal of the 
rcbela from Fairfax Courthouse, was a reg- 
ular stampede. Two scouting parties of the 
enemy mistook each other for the National 
troops, attacked each other, fought and 
rapidly lied, after a few rounds, carrying 
the news that McClellan and all his army 
were in pursuit. The consfQuence of the 
intelligence was a hasty flight by the rebels 
who dropped their arms along the road. 

The New York Times’ special dispatch 
says: Government hss reliable information 
that a quarrel has broken out among the 
leading traitors of the Confederacy that 
promises to be disastrous. The belliger- 
ents are Toombs and the Virginians and 
North Carolinians on the one ride, and 
Davis, Wigfall and the extremists of South 
Carolina on the other side. The complaint 
among the disaffected is that Davis is mak- 
ing rather fast to the legitimate results of 
(reason — the abnegation of State and indi- 
vidual rights.
